THE LATEST. 


Yesterday wad the coldest day of fh £ 
Winter In Louisville. At 8 a. m. th f. 
thermometer registered zero. Later 
the day it rose to 8 above, where it 
stood till evening, when It again began 
to recede. The promise at midnight 
was for a minimum of C below this 
morning. The weather bureau thinks 
It may begin to moderate to-morrow. 
Several points on the Ohio river re¬ 
port a probability that the stream may 
be frozen over. A snowstorm prevailed 
In the Kentucky mountains and con¬ 
siderable damage was reported from 
bursting pipes In the oil field. Very 
low temperatures prevailed in the 
Northwest, and a blizzard was raging 
In the West.

Order appears to have been generally 
restored In Russia, the exception being 
In Poland.

Officers of Clark County Leave For 
Leslie To Effect the Arrest 
of Mose B. Feltner. 


LATTER FEARS ASSASSINATION. 


The court of Inquiry yesterday re¬ 
called the officers of the First Ken¬ 
tucky Regiment who appeared before It 
Wednesday night, the purpose being to 
inquire bow the proceedings of the 
court became public. The officers failed 
to appear in their uniforms, and all 
those summoned who possessed them 
were sent home to put them on. It is 
expected that court-martial will be 
recommended for several of the local 
militia captains. 

The Post-office Appropriation Bill was 
fiUll under consideration when the 
House adjourned yesterday. The pro¬ 
vision for fast mall subsidies was re¬ 
tained in the bill after the usual ani¬ 
mated debate. Among the bllle passed 
during the day was one authorizing the 
construction of a bridge over the Big 
Bandy river at Louisa, Ky. The Senate 
spent much of the day discussing the 
distribution of seeds by the Govern¬ 
ment. 


The Court of Appeals issued an order 
directing a subpoena duces tecum to 
James W. Edwards, Justice of the 
Peace of Breathitt county, citing him 
to appear before the court on Friday, 
February 10. to testify, and to have all 
records of any proceedings in his court 
against the Hargis brothers and Ed 
Callahan, growing out of the killing of 
James Cockrlil. 


By a vote of 47 to 26 the Kentucky 
House, yesterday afternoon refused to 
concur with the Senate In the amend¬ 
ments made in the latter body to the 
Capitol site bill, providing for the pur¬ 
chase of an additional lot and making 
& further appropriation of $20,000. If the 
Senate declines to strike out these 
amendments another conference will be 
necessary, with an Indefinite prolonga¬ 
tion of the session as the result. 


The grand Jury of the Boyle Circuit 
Court has returned forty-six Indict¬ 
ments charging the Standard Oil Com¬ 
pany with peddling oil without license 
and selling uninspected olL Over a 
score of indictments were returned 
against the Wiedemann Brewing Com¬ 
pany on the charge of violating the lo¬ 
cal-option law in Danville. 


Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 2.—[Special.]— 
The Court of Appeals this afternoon 
issued an order directing a subpoena 
duces tecum to James W. Edwards, 
Justice of the Peace of Breathitt coun¬ 
ty. requiring him to appear In the court 
here on Friday, February 10 next, to 
testify as a witness and have with him 
all books or minutes of his court In 
reference to any proceedings or actions 
taken In his court against James. Alex 
and Elbert Hargis and Ed Callahan 
growing out of the killing of James 
Cockrell, late Town marshal of Jackson, 
including all affidavits, warrants of ar¬ 
rest and original bail bonds of Decem¬ 
ber 3, 1904. and of January 25. 1905. 

The order was Issued on motion of 
Commonwealth’s Attorney John R. 
Allen, of the Fayette Circuit Court, rep¬ 
resenting Judge Watts Parker, of that 
court. The order of the court here will 
be executed* In person upon Magistrate 
Edwards by an officer of the court here, 
who will go to Breathitt county for that 
purpose. The motion of Attorney Allen 
was made at to-day's session of the 
Court of Appeals before the full bench, 
and the action of the court was taken 
several hours later. Col. Allen ulso 
asked the court to take the unprece¬ 
dented step of bringing before the court 
a number of witnesses to give oral tes¬ 
timony. In explanation he stated that 
because of the condition of affairs In 
Breathitt county It was impossible for 
an attorney of the Fayette court to go 
there to take depositions regarding fal¬ 
sification of the records of a court of 
that county, and that this matter would 
enter materially into the question of 
jurisdiction to be presented to the court 
on February 10 next. Later he with¬ 
drew this motion, but will again renew 
It and have It supported by affidavits 


Combs was a personal friend of B. F. 
French, one of the men charged with 
enticing him away from Winchester, 
and that since he had been In Hazard 
two attempts had been made to kill 
him, and he knew that if he started 
alone to Jackson en route to Winches¬ 
ter he would be killed. 

Sheriff McCord was told l»y several 
personal friends, who met him at the 
train here, that they believed it was 
sbnply a trap to get him to the moun¬ 
ts I rw», liar from a raJLro%d, and that an 
effort would likel£ be nvad«* to assassi¬ 
nate him and hi* deputy by men who 
did not want Feltner to go to Winches¬ 
ter. Sheriff McCord warned Feltner 
that If he played him false and took 
him on a wild chase he would be 
made to answer for It, and Feltner. who 
has always maintained a good will fOT 
the widow and children of J B. Mar¬ 
cum. told the officer he was in eirnest 
and would keep his promise, as he was 
anxious to go to Winchester und tell 
of the part played by the defendants 
in the Marcum damage suit to k^ep him 
from giving his testimony Infthat case. 

If no bad luck overtakes the arrest¬ 
ing party, they will reach the Feltner 
homo In Leslie county about noon Fri¬ 
day, and will start at once on the re¬ 
turn trip. Sheriff McCord si id he might 
return to Winchester by way of ten¬ 
don. and by tbart manner keep Feltner 
out of Breathitt county. 

As soon as It became known here that 
Sheriff McCord had gone after Feltner 
a it.vsp age was sent to B. F. French, 
at his home in Winchester, ami he ar¬ 
rived here on the late afternoon train. 
An effort was made to see him to-night, 
but he could not be found. 


DUKE THINKS 


THAT HE IS NOT A DRINKING 
MAN. 


HE PRESENTS AN AFFIDAVIT 


On Argument In Son’s Application 
For An Inquiry Into His 
Sanity. 


New York. Feb. 2.—Arguments uron 
the application of B Lawrence Duke, 
son of Brodle L. Duke, of Durham. N. 
C., for the apt»oir.tment of a commis¬ 
sion to Inquire Into the menial condi¬ 
tion of his father, were beafd to-day 
by Justice Leventrltt in the Supreme 
Court. In support of the appltiatlon 
de I^ancey Nlcoll presented affidavits 
of tux> physicians who examined Duke 
while he was confined in Belleview 
Hospital and at a Long Island sani¬ 
tarium. Mr. Nlcoll declared that Duke 
was Insane and that he was an habitu¬ 
al drunkard and unable to care for 
himself. 

The motion was opposed by Lawyer 
Louis S. Phillips, who represents Mr. 
Duke, and who maintained that his 
condit4on Is perfectly sane, and that the 
allegations In his petition are un¬ 

true. Mr. Phillips further contended 
that It was not shown that Mr. Duke 
had any property, either real or per¬ 
sonal. situated In this State, and that 
the court for this rt*s«on had no Juris¬ 
diction to entertain the motion to ap¬ 
point a commission. * .

Intense Cold Reported From All Over 
the West and North¬ 
west. 


RIVER MAY BE FROZEN OVER. 


HOURLY RE.VprXGS 
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in Chicago. Early In the morning the 
official report showed 14 degrees below, 
and a mean temperature of 8 below 
zero for the day was announced. This 
Is 32 degrees below the normal temper¬ 
ature. At 9 o'clock to-night the weath¬ 
er bureau thermometer registered 8 
degrees below and steadily going lower, 
with the Indications Ihut 10 below will 
be reached before morning. Owing to 
the absence of wind the cold has not 
been fell as much as Is usual in Chi¬ 
cago. Among the poorer class of peo¬ 
ple there Is a great deal of suffering, 
hut no deaths directly due to frigid 
weather have so far been reported. 

FURIOUS STORM IN MOUNTAINS. 

Much Damage Reported From the Oil 
Fields. 

Barbourville, Ky.. Feb. 2.—A furious 
snowstorm has been raging in the 
mountains without intermission for 
three days, and at midnight last night 
the snow was eight Inches deep here, 
Many telephone lines in thte and ad 
joining counties are down and business 
In the oil field Is entirely suspended. 
Much damage has been caused by 
bursting pipes In the oil fields, and the 
runs of oil will be very light for the 
week. It Is impossible to move machln 
cry over (he roads at present and a 
great deal of drilling is being de 
biyefl.

In which they agreed, than to refuse 
concurrence and thus prolong the ses¬ 
sion Indefinitely, spending fully that 
much or more in a hopeless tangle and 


reaching an agreement, or be forced to 
take the measure as It cam*: from the 
Senate.

Given an empire 
within Itself, in the heart of the United 
States by treaty stipulation, they came 
to this country, and. according as beat 
seemed to them, established a govern 
ment of their own, based on the lines 
and principles of great States of th 
Union. Each nntlon was divided Into 
coimfles and districts, officers were 
,elected, or appointed. A legislature 
composed of two houses, the upper and 
lower, was provided for, a governor, 
or principal chief, selected, a Judical 
system adopted, courts organized, and 
a complete form of government estab¬ 
lished in each of the five nations. 

• • • 

Prosperous and Contented. 


Under these conditions for many 
years the tribes existed, prosperous, 
contented and at pence with the entire 
world. Then came the M„ K. and T 
railroad. Texas bound, and down 
through the Cherokee. Creek, Choctaw 
and Chickasaw nations, taking the 
place of the old Kansas and Texas 
wagon train and the prairie schooner, 
and the bell on the engine of the first 
construction train rang not only the 
signal of warning for the working 
crew, but it also tolled the death knell 
of the Indian governments. 

The country, a perfect paradise, 
could not but prove a magnet for the 
pioneer pushing his way to the fringed 
edge of civilization, when once it be¬ 
came known for its marvelous riches, 
and soon among the reds were dots of 
white, and the end was in sight. Other 
roads followed the Katy. and despite 
the protests of the Indians at the tidal 
wave of emigrants, who w'ere first wel 
coined, that tidal wave continued until 
a population of aliens five times the 
number of the owners of the soil occu 
pled their domain. Then on the doors 
of Congress came the knocking for a 
hearing, and so persistent did the 
clamor become that drow’sy as Con 
gress I* on ail matters not political, 
hearing was accorded and the disso¬ 
lution for the tribes began. 

With each succeeding year came 
more white people, with each succeed 
ing year came more legislation, and 
finally, recognizing the hand of fate, 
the tribes voluntarily treated with the 
United States Government nnd through 
their treaty commissioners signed the 
death warrant of their tribes. Not that 
the end would have been delayed other¬ 
wise dfd they d*> tills, but in «rder to 
save from the wreck advancing civili¬ 
zation has ever created when In con¬ 
tact with opposition did they sign the 
finol decree*. It was not a question of. 
Is the end In sight and must we as in¬ 
dependent nation* perish and forever 
vanish from the face of the earth, but 
it was a question of how* shall this be 
met and from the monumental wreck 
of our national existence what little 
can be saved.

And so it came about that the best 
po5.*lble treaties made and to the 

credit of the five civilized tribe* be it 
said, that to the letter, they have lived 
up to their obligations, and with a fortl 
tude never before witneewed In the 
world’s history they approached th** 
cemetery of their hopes, dreams and 
ambitions, honestly loyal, anti honestly 
faithful to* the pWdgeds of these treaties. 
At this time the Creeks are ln «??slon 
and in a shoiH time the Cherokee*, 
Choctaws. Chickasaw* and Seminol? 
will also gather around the council fire 
and In solemn conclave prepare to meet 
the Inevitable end. now little more than 
one year distant. No doubt to them 
will come the thought that boosted civ¬ 
ilization n^ans shattered promises and 
broken vows. No doubt to them wlU 
coroe the conviction that the end at¬ 
tained is only reached by a remorseless 
horde sweeping res is lies* ly over th"* 
ruin and wreck of their form:T content 
ment. peace and plenty. No doubt the 
milestones of this vaunted progress to 
them are marked by the skeletons of 
treaties shattered and obligations ig¬ 
nored. No doubt to them, or some of 
them, comes that old spirit of their 
forefathers to don the war paint, gird 
their loins, and on the field of battle, 
with their last breath ln defiance, reg¬ 
ister their protest against the thing* 
that are. 

Fortunately for them and for their 
j>eup!e, fortunately for the stainless 
history, they number among their wise 
men counselors the peer of any rate. 
Towering above the average man like 
snowcapped peaks among the sand 
dunes, the (’reek* have their Porters, 
ihelr Me In toshes, their Perry irons, 
their Gibson* and their Flxioo*. The 
Cherokees their Rodgers, Hastings, 
Benges, Buffingum* and Roisses. The 
Seminoles their Browns nnd Mice os. 
The Choctaws their McX^urtains, their 
Wards. Hunters. Fulsoms and Writh e. 
The Chickasaw* their Carter*, John¬ 
son*. Moseleys, Byrds, Loves. McLlshes, 
’otherts and Guys.

"I am now' In position to say positive¬ 
ly the eirtbatmirig fluid Injected into the 
body of Mrs. Marie Welker. Hoch did 
not contain arstnic," said the Coroner 
to-day. "Arsenic was not a constit¬ 
uent of any of the drug* administered 
by the physician- who Attended the 
woman beforedier death. The fact that 
more than two and a half ounces of 
poieon were found tn the organs mean* 
that the Coroner's Jury will doubtless 
hold Hoch to the grand Jury, but If It 
fails to do fo I will myself hold him 
under my official prerogative." 

Dr. Lewke, the Coroner’s physician, 
is examining the undertaker's Instru¬ 
ments used ln the embalming process 
to (ilrcover whether they bear any 
traces of the poison.. 

"I expect that I shall have complet¬ 
ed my analysis by Saturday and will 
have a statement to make th*n," raid 
Dr. Lewke to-day. "As 1 understand it 
there was no arsenic used in ihe t«n- 
balming fluid, and there now remain* 
only the Investigation of .he instru¬ 
ments used hy the undertaker." 

The Inquest will not be h«!d until 
Hoch reaches Chicago, so re time next 
week. Two of the wives of Hoch hate 
quarreled over money alleged to have 
been found on rloch when airested.

THE SCHOOL OF JOURNALISM 


Furnished By Financial Intel ests 
Consulted, Places It At 
2250,000,000. 


Berlin, Feb. 2.—The Prussian Govern¬ 
ment ha© Inquired of the group of 
financial Interest© represented by the 
Dresdener Bank and Bank for Busi¬ 
ness and Industry if it would be diffi¬ 
cult to raise loans sufficient to take 
over the coal mines both of the Rhen¬ 
ish-Westphalian and Silesian regions, 
should the Government desire to con¬ 
sider such a project. This inquiry waj 
submitted tc a meeting of bankers lust 
week a© a basis for discussion. 

The sum of $250,000,000 was named as 
a rough estimate of the cost. The 
bankers’ judgment was that any Gov¬ 
ernment requirement could easily be 
obtained. The Government, it wo© 
pointed out, ha l no difficulty In borrow¬ 
ing four times as much with which to 
nationalize the railways. In that trans¬ 
action the Government borrowed at 4 
per cent., afterward converting the 
transaction Into a 3% per cent, loan, 
and It hud, besides^ the interest nnd 
allotments of the sinking fundc which 
made a fine yearly profit amounting in 
the last fiscal year to $42,500,000. 

The Mir. Is try” of Commerce expressly 
limited its communication to the bank¬ 
ers to the mere question of the possi¬ 
bility of raising the amount of money 
needed. The Government seemingly 
has two objects In view -first, to learn 
if the nationalization of the mine© Is 
really feasible, and. secondly, to ©how 
the mine owners wh it might happen If 
the coal strike Is not settled—namely, 
than the Government ha« mean© In re¬ 
serve whereby it could take the whole 
controversy out of the hand's of both 
the owners and workmen. Chancellor 
von. Ruelow nnd Herr Moeller, Minis¬ 
ter of Commerce and Industry, an¬ 
nounced In the Prussian Diet during 
the recent Hibernian mine discussion 
that the Government had no intention 
to take over all the coal mines, but 
since then the situation had changed 
and the Government seemingly la pre¬ 
paring for what Is yet only a somewhat 
distant contingency.

Endowed With Millions By the New 
York Editor Requires Much 
Consideration. 


New York. Feb. 2.—The New York 
Tribune will say to-morrow that the 
actual establishment of the School of 
Journalism at Columbia University, 
which Joseph Pulitzer endowed, will 
be deferrtMl until the donor’s death. 
The Trlburte publishes a letter from a 
correspondent asking If the rumor is 
true that the president of Columbia 
could not agree with the donor as to 
the advisory board suggested by Mr. 
Pulitzer, which comprised such men 
as President Eliot. Whltelaw Reid, An. 
drew D. White and John Hay, -and that 
In consequence of this the project had 
been delayed by the benefactor. The 
Tribune will say: 

"Joseph Pulitzer is^pending the win¬ 
ter at Jekyl Island.. Bradford Merrill, 
financial manager of the World, felt 
authorized In hla absence to make this 
statement to the Tribune: 

" ‘There arose some difference of 
opinion with President Butler a© to the 
founder’s right to constitute the ad¬ 
visory board. This was the original 
cause of delay. That difference does 
not now exist. 

" ‘Mr. Pulitzer is alone responsible for 
the present delay. He regretted It at 
first, but In the time that has elapsed 
he has come to believe that in thl© case 
delay was not dangerous, but, on the 
contrary, fortunate. 

" 'His present determination Is that 
the actual establishment of the College 
of Journalism ©hall be iKietponed until 
his death. 

" ’The precarious state of his health 
nnd his consequent Inability to give to 
the subject the attention required by 
the obligations Imposed upon him, is 
one of the reasons. Individual temper¬ 
ament has as much to do with it as 
health. 

" ‘Time—valuable time—he thinks, 
will also be gained for a larger study 
of plans, for further and deeper con¬ 
sideration of many details on the part 
of the faculty. 

** ‘Another advantage, he thinks, will 
be the gain that time must bring in 
the discovery of the indispensable man 
w.ho is to nerve as the head of the 
editorial and news branches of the col¬ 
lege Mr. Pulitzer has been energet¬ 
ically but vainly searching all his life 
for the ideal editor, and he believes 
that all other difficulties In the case 
are nullities compared to this. 

" ‘To avoid all uncertainties or mis- 
concefition. I may add that the endow¬ 
ment of the college is absolutely irre¬ 
vocable. and Its establishment beyond 
a Mttadow of doubt. The first million is 
already in the actual possession of Co¬ 
lumbia University. The second million 
is legally provided for, as well as a 
still further voluntary s*um not men¬ 
tioned in any agreement. Even the 
nomination of the advisory board 1© 
mad- In an Instrument that will take 
effect instantaneously at Mr. Pulitzer’s 
death.’ "

1 
next discovered that these contracts 
numbered in all nine and that eight 
had been made with one denomination 
and that of the total amount of the 
contracts, viz.: $102,780, all but $4,320 
was for the benefit of one denomina¬ 
tion. 


CRITICISM OF OFFICIALS. 


New York, Feb. 2.—The Evening Post 
to-day prints a statement from the 
Rt. Rev. William H. Hare, Protestant 
Episcopal Missionary Bishop of South 
Dakota, In which he charges that the 
law prohibiting Government aid to sec¬ 
tarian Indian school© has been evaded 
and that money has been paid out to 
the Catholic mteslon schools. Bishop 
Hare’s statement Is dated Sioux Falls. 
S. D., January 5. He describee the pe¬ 
cuniary embarrassment and anxiety on 
the part of the schools following the 
abolishment of the contract system of 
Government aid and recites his efforts 
to secure some measure of relief from 
It* rigid application. 

"It was urged," say« Bishop Hare, 
"that when rations nnd annuities had 
reached the Indian country and a pa¬ 
rent wTuo had a child in a mission 
boarddng school consented' that that 
child’s fair share of the rations for his 
family rhould be turned over to the 
©aid iniselon school, compliance with 
hJs 'Wish could not fairly be held to 
be ’an appropriatlorf to a sectarian 
school." I ventured- to prerent this 
view of the case to the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs. He rejected It. I 
then carried the case to the Secretary 
of the Interior. He upheld the derision 
of the Commissioner. I then took the 
matter up to the President, who re¬ 
ferred the matter to the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral, Mr. Knox."

Attorney Generates Decision. 


The statement Them quote© Attorney 
General Knox’s reply, upholding the 
position of The Ind'an <’JV>minds 1 loner 
and declaring that that offkiil "ha© no 
authority to gram Bishop Hare’s ap¬ 
plication. * 

"This opinion," continues the state¬ 
ment. "was sent me by the President 
as his answer to my appeal. This, of 
course, finally settled the case. What 
Its effect upon the school work of other 
missionary societies was, I can only 
imagine. In regard to my own board¬ 
ing school work. It made it necessary 
to give up entirely two of the mission 
boa rd/I ng schools, namely, Si. Paul’s, 
Yankton agerey, and St. John’s. Chey¬ 
enne river reservation, and aggregate 
upon th° two remaining boarding 
school® all the boarding school funds 
which I could command. 1 was ulti¬ 
mately driven to sell St. Paul’s school 
for about half its value, and St. John’s 
for about one-tenth its value. The 
only comfort lay In the fact that the 
highest executive officers of the Gov¬ 
ernment seemed to have been driven to 
a seemingly pttiless act by a high and 
Imperative sense of public duty, that 
public duty being not to use funds In 
the handfe of the Government for de¬ 
nominational schools. 

"I have gone into some detail in 
making this statement, in order that 
the fact may definitely appear that 
Government officials (Hon. W. A. 
Jones, Commissioner; the Hon. E. A. 
Hitchcock. Secretary of the Interior; 
the Hon. Theodore Rcofevelt, President 
of the United States, under advice of 
the Attorney General, the Hon. P. C. 
Knox.) reached and avowed the opin¬ 
ion after much discussion and despite 
the great hardship that this conclusion 
brought upon cnlysl mary effort—that it 
was the settled* policy of 4he Govern¬ 
ment not to use the money intrusted 
to It in aid of any den om I national 
school—not even a fraction- of the ra¬ 
tions In the charge of an Indian agent 
could, at the request of the head of a 
family, be set apart tor the use of his 
child.

Petitions From IndiAiis. 


"Imagine my surprise, therefore, on 
discovering last September that the 
same executive officers who had de¬ 
clared this to be the policy of the 
Government and had administered the 
policy with inexorable suddenness and 
severity, had been making large con¬ 
tracts for the conduct of mission 
boarding schools. On the spur of the 
moment It seemed to me that I might 
ease my pecuniary burdens by secur¬ 
ing such a contract for my mission 
boarding schools, and I wrote to the 
Hon. W. A. Jones.

He replied: ’These contracts were en¬ 
tered into pursuant to a petition filed

Result of Inquiries. 


"I happen to have missionaries In 
the Indian country who have been mov¬ 
ing about fnmlilurly among the people 
there for from ten to thirty years and 
who are thoroughly familiar with the 
Indian language, i addressed inquiries 
to these and others and learned that 
the petitions for these contracts were 
gotten up quietly, that they were en¬ 
tirely unheard of by them and a large 
number of Indians for months after¬ 
ward and that many of the Indians 
who signed them did not know what 
the petition meant. 

"I received copies of the petition sent 
In from different tribes. I found tho 
petitions to be all In practically the 
same language and language which the 
natives would not have used. They 
are signed by women as well as men. 
About two-thirds of the signers merely 
attached their marks. The w r hole num¬ 
ber of signers Is a very small fraction 
of the tribes concerned. In one cos® 
150 signers In a tribe of 5.000 Sioux."

LOTS IN A BOG 


WERE PRIZES TO WINNERS IN 
BALLON’S LOTTERY. 


Thousands of^ Acres of Absolutely 
Worthless Swamps Described 
As 4 *0il Lands.” 


Chicago, Feb. 2.—Lard which th^ 
Louisiana’ State Loan and Trust Com¬ 
pany claimed to own and which the 
Federal officials assert was the basis 
of the alleged lottery scheme promoted 
hy John H. Dalton, now on trial be¬ 
fore United States Judge Sanborn, wa* 
to-day valued at about 12^4 cents an 
acre by expert witnesses. 

Thousand* of acres of land In Louisi¬ 
ana which ha© never been surveyed 
and which Is of a boggy nature, dan¬ 
gerous even to walk upon, was pur¬ 
chased by Louis A. Gourdnin and Dal¬ 
ton, It was declared, for $16 when the 
property was sold for taxes In Louisi¬ 
ana. It was on this sort of land, ac¬ 
cording to the testimony in the trial, 
that option© were sent to persons 
throughout the United States to be sold 
for from 25 cents to $2 a ticket. The 
purchasers were given to understand 
that the lands were rich In oil well?. 
The nearest oil wells to the property 
are over 100 miles away, according to 
th*" witnesses who testified to-day. 

F. J. Sampson. Deputy Clerk In the 
Vermillion Parish, Louisiana, Land Of¬ 
fice, produced a plan of the so-called 
oil lands. 

"These lands," he saUl, "are practical¬ 
ly worthies©. It would be dangerous 
even to walk over them because there 
te but a crust of earth over a hog into 
which one might’ fall and lose his life. 
The plat filed by Gourdaln shows 135,- 
200 lots of twenty feet square In this 
parcel of land, and I’m «ure there is not 
a man In Louisiana who would pay $1 
for the whole tract."

They 
undertook to get thgt by bribery, and 
Mr. Comerford plainly intimates that 
they would have succeeded but for his 
successful efforts to intimidate one of h?s 
men who had actually accepted a bribe, 
but who Anally voted right and return¬ 
ed the money he had received. 

It appears from this review that Mr. 
Comerford named some of the mem¬ 
bers. and described others in a way 
that tnupt point them out to their fel¬ 
low members. He also attacked the 
Senate, and said that it Is well known 
that the Senate sits as a supreme court 
of graft, and anything opposed to the 
purpose of the organisation, namely, 
the collection of a tariff from the 
corporations of the State, meets with 
death. 

Mr. Comerford is in a position where 
he must make good his charges, or suf¬ 
fer the consequences, w hich may extend 
to expulsion. Whether he will be 
granted facilities for proving his ca*© 
remains to be seen. It is hardly possi¬ 
ble that he would hove made charges 
of this kind If there was not some 
reason to believe them true. But the 
w r ay the committee started out with its 
work is not reassuring, and it may turn 
out that Mr. Comerford will be the chief 
victim of the investigation.

Graft In Illinois. 

The intense excitement In the Illinois 
Legislature aroused by the charges pre¬ 
ferred by Representative Frank D. 
Comerford indicates that somebody 1ms 
been hit hard. The committee of in¬ 
vestigation, however, starts out In a 
way that suggests a disposition to pro¬ 
mote concealment of the facts rather 
than publicity. 

At the November election Illinois gave 
a Republican plurality of 305.000 votes. 
The Semite has forty-one Republican 
and ten Democratic members; the 
House ninety-one Republicans, fifty- 
aeven Democrats, two Prohibitionists 
and two Social Democrats. This gives 
the Republicans a majority In the 
Houes of thirty over ull the other par¬ 
ties. 

Mr. Comerford is chairman of the 
-Democratic Steering Committee of the 
(House The Democratic State Commit¬ 
tee had named Isaac B. Craig, of Mat- 
toon, for minority leader, and twenty- 
one of the twenty-two Democratic 
members from Cook county agreed to 
support him. Mr. Comerford Is also 
from Chicago, but he refused to go with 
his colleagues, He organized twenty- 
nine Democratic members, a bare ma¬ 
jority, In opposition to Craig. Then 
Craig was dropped and Mr. M. L. Mc¬ 
Kinley, of Cook county, was substituted 
In the hope of getting an additional 
vote. But this failed and Mr. Thomas 
Tippet was made minority leader, and 
Mr. Comerford chairman of the Steer¬ 
ing Committee. 4 

On Friday evening, January 27. Mr. 
Comerford delivered a lecture before 
the Illinois College of Law In which 
he denounced the Legislature as "a 
great public auction, where special priv¬ 
ileges are sold to the highest corpo¬ 
ration bidders." The Chicago press took 
no notice of this lecture, and several 
days elapsed before It came to the 
knowledge of the legislators. Copious 
extracts from the lecture were then 
tHibltshed and the ordering of an Inves¬ 
tigation followed. 

In the lecture which has caused fo 
much excitement Mr. Comerford said 
that after the Legislature Is organized 
•party lines disappear and a new divis¬ 
ion comes Into existence. On one side 
•re the grafters, and the grafters* ring 
. becomes the majority party. On the 
other side are the clean, faithful mem¬ 
bers of the Legislature, who do what 
they can to ?heck the appetite of the 
gnifters. He went on to say that It Is 
rumored, and this co-mes from author¬ 
itative sources and Is worthy of belief, 
that more than $250,000 is sent to 
Springfield during every session to pro¬ 
tect special privileges now enjoyed by 
favored corporations. It is used as 
fourth money, to be divided among the 
grafters to keep them from Intro¬ 
ducing what are known ns "fetehers." 
By a "fetcher" Is meant a bill aimed at 
a vulnerable point in some corporation. 
The bill goes to a comtnlltee and there 
I s a threat to report it favorably. This 
Is intimated to the corporation In inter¬ 
est. and an effort is made to kill It In 
committee, for If It gets on the iloor 
It will cost five or six times as much 
to defeat it as to kill It in committee. 
The graft ring names a price, the corpo¬ 
ration settles and the bill dies in com¬ 
mittee 

Mr. Comerford went on to tell of the 
•tmggl» for the minority leadership. 
He said the "gas crowd" had picked 
out Craig for the place. They had twen- 
ty-one members from Cook county and 
seven from elsewhere in the State. 
Thus they lacker! one vote and they 
could not get it for Craig. They with¬ 
draw and and substituted McKinley, but 


Increasing tjie Deficit. 

The Federal balance sheet for the 
month of January shows an excess of 
expenditures over receipts of more than 
six millions of dollars. 

This was not due to a failing off of 
the receipts. As compared with the 
corresponding month of 1904 the re¬ 
ceipts from customs Increased more 
than a million dollars, and Internal 
revenue showed a gain not much short 
of a million. These are the principal 
sources of Government Income. All the 
others are grouped under the head of 
"miscellaneous.** and In these there was 
a decrease of something more than a 
hundred thousand dollars. However, 
the net gain In revenue from all 
sources was well on to two million dol¬ 
lars. But the circumstance that re¬ 
ceipts were well maintained did not 
prevent an addition of more than six 
millions to the deficit for the current 
year. 

It Is also to be remarked that there 
Is no extraordinary payment to be 
blamed for the Increase of the deficit. 
It Is due to a general cause of lavish 
expenditure. The watch-dogs of the 
Treasury, so-called, are heard from 
time to time to make declarations in 
favor of economy, but they tell 
us there must be no cheese¬ 
paring In the increase of the 
navy, in expenditures for the army 
and In various other departments. 
Everybody Is convinced that the other 
fellows ought to economize, but as no 
one can get what he wants without a 
combination, they will in the end unite 
to help one another to what they all 
want. That Is the reason why schemes 
to reduce expenses come to naught. 
At the rate we are going there will 
soon be a demand for new taxes, and 
hints to that effect are already drop¬ 
ping. 


A Flagrant Abuse. 

In a recent commonioation to Con¬ 
gress the President called attention to 
a pernicious practice In the District of 
Columbia which cannot be too speedily 
corrected. It related to the law author¬ 
ising the formation of corporations, 
abuse** of which had been brought to 
his attention by the Attorney General. 
According to the latter’s statement the 
District is as prolific of charters as 
New Jersey, with result* tending to 
be more serious In the promotion of 
frauds. Inasmuch as for the Issue of 
such Instruments a substantial fee or 
tax is charged In New Jersey, from , 
which ito chief revenue is derived, 
while In the District a nominal fee of 
one dollar is assessed without regard 
to the capital of the corporation. The 
report of t^e Attorney General shows 
that in the past two years there were 
incorporated In the District 2,211 com¬ 
panies with a total authorized capital 
of $4,000,000,000. Many of these com¬ 
panies represent no actual capital, and 
their charters may be U5*»d by unscrup¬ 
ulous persons to perpetrate fraud upon 
the public and those deluded Into In¬ 
vesting In their stock. 

As an Illustration of the extent of the 
practice and the evident speculative ob¬ 
ject. It is ehowi: that on one day !asl 
week one person presented for filing, 
articles for the incorporation of four¬ 
teen companies and another for thirty- 
eight companies. In each of these the 
same persons were named as trustees. 
The aggregate authorized capital pro¬ 
posed for these thirty-eight companies 
amounted to $43,000,000. On one day of 
the same week another person made ap¬ 
plication for fifty-four companies, nam¬ 
ing the same persons us trustees, with a 
total capitalization of $200,000,000. The 
President suggests that the right of 
incorporation be suspended at once 
until Congress can devise proper legis¬ 
lation for granting Its exercise, and also 
that measures be taken to amend the 
charters already Issued, by direct re¬ 
peal or other legislation as may be 
deemed necessary. 

Senator Galllnger, chairman of the 
Committee on the District of Columbia, 
expressed his gratification that the 
President had called attention to this 
abuse, and said that his committee had 
had the matter under consideration for 
some time and hoped soon to formulate 
a bill which would correct the evil. He 
said the whole thing was a scandal, and 
it ought to be torn up by the roots. 
Notwithstanding the large capltallza. 
tion of $4,000,000,000 referred to by the 
President as embracer! In the 2,211 char¬ 
ters granted In the District, the fees* 
accruing had amounted to only $2,211. 
They were pur?l*r of a speculative 
character, either for selling stock or for 
the,sal© of the charter at a small profit. 
He said the bT. under consideration 
would provide a large additional fee, 
yielding a good Income to the District 


and also requiring that 10 per cent, 
of the capital stock should be actually 
paid In before the charter should issue. 

There is no question that there 
has been much abuse, if not fraud, in 
this matter through the systematic 
work of professional sharper* In pro¬ 
moting schemes designed only to benefit 
the promoters and In the sale of such 
charters to perron* who attach more 
value to them because they l»9iio from 
the seat of government and may be 
supposed to carry more weight. The 
proper remedy would »*em to be to 
repeal that portion of the Code of the 
District permitting the granting of 
such charters. In the early history of 
the country It was strongly contended 
by Mr. Jefferson and statesmen of h s 
school that only the State Legislatures 
had authority to grant such instru¬ 
ments, but a© In almost every depart¬ 
ment of our syeiem. so in this, the 
State rights theory has been disre¬ 
garded and their Issue, even as to busi¬ 
ness to be done Ip one State, as In the 
case of railroad*, Is sought and ob«- 
talned In another. But there seems no 
good reason why a power which carries 
with It the presumption of eminent do¬ 
main and the highest prerogative at¬ 
tached to the administration of a State, 
should be lodged In a non-territorial 
corporation like thut of the District of 
Columbia, subject to such unwarrant¬ 
able abuse as set forth In the Presi¬ 
dent's communication and Senator Gal- 
Unger*s statement. 

Tributes To Senator Hoar. 

The late ceremonies In the Senate In 
commemoration of Senator Hoar were 
fully as feeling and Impressive, If not 
more so. than those which occurred a 
short while previous on the occasion of 
accepting the statue of Senator Ingalls 
placed in Statuary Hall. A number of 
the Senators constituting the leading 
and older members of the body yvho 
took part in the first, participated also 
in the last ceremonies. The formal an¬ 
nouncement of the Senator’s death was 
made by Senator Lodge in a long and 
studied oration upon the life 
and services of the dead states¬ 
man, being substantially that de¬ 
livered before the Legislature of 
his State. While the addresses 
of Senators Allison, Teller, Galllnger. 
Fairbanks, Depew. McComas and 
Crane, of Northern States, were full of 
Interest In detailing the record of the 
deceased and their personal association 
with him In long congressional service, 
a greater Interest centered In the trib¬ 
utes paid him by such Southern Sena¬ 
tors as Cockrell, Daniel, Bacon, Pettua 
and Gorman. They gratefully re¬ 
called hls courtesy and fairness 
at all times, and the many evi¬ 
dences of hi© friendship for the South 
as shown In hls relations with her rep¬ 
resentatives In Congress, hls utterances 
In hls public addresses and especially 
In hls Reminiscences, published not 
long before hkt death. The manliness 
and tenderness of these testimonials 
reflect equal credit upon those by whom 
and for whom they were tendered! 

Senator Daniel’s address was In his 
best vein. It was with pleas¬ 
ure he recalled Senator Hoar's 
tribute to Senators Walthall and 
Harris on the occasion of their 
death. Of the first he had said: "If 
I am to select the one man of all oth¬ 
ers with whom I have served In the 
Senate who wems to me the most per¬ 
fect example of the quality and char¬ 
acter of the American Senator, I think 
It would be Edward C. Walthall, of 
Mississippi." Of the latter, prefacing 
hls remarks by saying that It was de¬ 
lightful to think that between men who 
took part In the great conflict of the 
Civil War the bitter feelings were all 
gone and that the word "countrymen" 
had become at last a title of endear¬ 
ment, he said, of the noble Tennessee 
Senator: "He was faithful to truth a© 
he saw It; to duty as he understood it; 
to constitutional liberty as he con¬ 
ceived It.’* 

Through the addresses of all the 
Southern speakers there breathes the 
sam^ cordial and affectionate strain, 
not In flattery or for mere effect of 
words, but heartily and with manly 
feeling, as If In responsive echo to the 
same spirit which characterized the 
spoken and wTltten words of the ^dead 
Masachusetts Senator. 


genulty of this, the most hypercritical 
will forgive the tangled English of the 
preceding lines. "From the hour that 
I have sought you for vears I have 
found you." This confusion may read¬ 
ily be ascribed to the overwhelming and 
bewildering Immensity of the writer’s 
longing, which is strtllrlent to clog up 
any language. But. to continue: 

"Please com*’ to me anil share the life 
with me. Would you not trust yourself 
I to me. or have you made up your mind 
j not to get mnrrted any more? 1 do not 
| know !f ever any man has loved you, and 
If that is the case I am convinced that 
< you have never been loved with & lovo us 
1 love you, dear Johanna, and I shall talc© 
no other person for my wife. I shall hold 
on until death make an end between us 
two." 

Let It not be thougnt that these 
phrases represented Hoch’s ardor at its 
flood. On the other hand, they were but 
the prelude. For In a Uter letter to 
the widow he burst Into this anthem of 
anguished love: 

"1 feel myself that 1 have to open my 
| heart, dear Johanna. 1 was a lucky man 
when l left you, but from the hour, the 
day and night have been hounded by you. 
Dear child, you took toy heart by storm. 
I can't get over It, my dear Johanna. If 
you would wed your heart to mine for 
the re©t of our days, I would bo the luck¬ 
iest man In the world." 

And then: 

"You will not be sorry if you make me 
happy, then we will all be happy. You 
only will feel happy when at my side. My 
heart is true, my dear Johanna. 1 have 
bettered my position $25. but that does not 
make me happy. It Is not good for a man 
to be alone, dear Johanna. • • • • 

"Hoping tlmt all my words have been 
started on good grounds, and your heart 
would ache for me. my many regards and 
kieses. Your true love, up to death. • • • 

"A nice home, nice dresses, enough to 
Jive like persons In our circumstance*. 
Johanna, all 1 want Is to make you happy 
alone, dear child. Ask yourself and your 
heart." • • • 

An analysis of a number of Hoch's 
letters would bring out these rules: 

A liberal use of "Oh!" Is very effective. 

•Dear" sprinkled generously through 
the letter as an adjective modifying the 
predominant proper noun, carries great 
Influence. 

Do not be sparing In the use of exclama¬ 
tion points and Interrogation marks. 

•'Forever and ever" should uppear at 
leest twice In one letter. 

"Love" should be conspicuously writ¬ 
ten on every fourth line. 

"Heart" may be alternated with the 
word mentioned in the foregoing para¬ 
graph. 

"Dear" is strong enough. "Darling" is 
tabooed utterly. "Sweetheart" may bo 
used seml-occaalonslly. but "angel" Is 
always risky. 

Be bold in proclaiming your affection. 
Do not beat around the bush or fumble, 

orr— 

But, softly! It appears, after all, that 
Hoch employed the wrong style In 
these letters. The widow turned him 
down.

Hoch As a Lovemaker. 

First a personage of Interest to po-* 
llcemon and criminologists. Johann 
Hoch, the much-married man. Is now 
looming up as a figure In literature. 
The love letters with which he wooed 
a certain Milwaukee widow are being 
submitted to the public, and a? samples 
of passionate rhetoric they are about as 
good as any to be round between the 
covers of the most authoritative Young 
Lover’© Letter-Writer. The success with 
which Hoch conducted hls various 
campaigns of the heart lends peculiar 
vnlue to hls *effu«tons as practical 
guides to Inexperienced lovemakers, 
aside from any literary merit th*y may 
reveal to readers of hysterical novels. 

HI* first letter presents him as nav- 
Ing Just received an eptetle from the 
widow, which he greets In this ntyle: 

"Now what shall I think of your feeling 
of the heart, dear Johanna, os your sec. 
ond letter arrived this morning? I believe 
that you In person had come in my hand. 
1 would have liked to kiss the letter over 
and over. It appeared to me os If I could 
not open It before kissing It. I was so 
lucky and yet I was afraid to open It for 
the fright that you again would not say 
that you be my wife. In the end there 
was nothing else but to open." 

He soon buckles down to business 
and proceeds thus: 

"Oh. dear Johanna, if you were only 
here the measure of happiness for you 
and me would be overfilled. 

"I want nothing but inat you should be 
at my side. Then you would find out and 
feel what life and love Is. From the 
hour that I have sought you for years I 
have found you so unexpectedly on the 
street In front of the fine diamond store." 

Not v *,he effectiveness of the sentence 
wherein he couples "dear Johanna * In 
hls memory with "the fine dUrcdnd 
store."

Seventy-seven per cent 
work on 746,000 farms, 21 per cent, of 
which are absolutely and 4 per cent, 
partially owned by them There arc 
21.000 negro carpenters, 20,000 barbers 
and about the same number of doctors, 
16.000 ministers. 15.000 masons. 12,000 
dressmakers, 10,000 engineers and fire¬ 
men. 5,000 shoemakers 4.000 musicians. 
2.000 actors and showmen and 
1,000 lawyers. Now if some one 
in the North will give the 
statistics showing the number of 
negroes who are engaged there In sim¬ 
ilar professions and trades it will make 
ft very Instructive exhibit of the rel¬ 
ative condition of the race In the two 
sections. 

"China has been saved again. Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt had apprehenMan* of a 
scheme contemplating the concession of 
Chinese territory to various neuiral 
Powers on the termination of the Russo- 
JapfVncsc War. and Secretary Hay eom- 
numtaated these apprehensions In a cir¬ 
cular note to thh foreign Governments 
with which wo maintain diplomatic rela¬ 
tions.

While that Is the case the 
big stick is not likely to get us Into 
trouble, and at the same time we shall 
have the pleasure of wielding It with 
on© hand and collecting marriage and 
divorce statistics with the other. 

It Is evident, from hls speech In the 
House cm railroad rates, that Mr. Sher- 
ley does not allow a hasty party caucus 
to do his thinking for him. He has not 
been swept off hls feet by the clamor 
for Federal control of railroads and Is 
not impatient, like moat of hls col¬ 
leagues professing Democratic princi¬ 
ples of government, to rush Into the 
arms of Federalism for the purpose of 
remedying the lesser evil of railroad 
rebates.

'The most persistent practical Joker 
that I ever knew was a railroad con¬ 
ductor," said Francis Collin* at the Galt 
House lust night. "He had been run¬ 
ning on th© same line for a number of 
year* ami was acquainted with meet of 
the traveling and railroad men In that 
part of the country, so he took *11 of hls 
joking out on hls friends and had plenty 
of material.

Paul Caine. 


DEFENSE RAISES THE CLAIM. 


INSURED RECEIVED SENSATION- 
AL LETTER FROM SISTER. 


PLAINTIFF RESTS ITS CASE. 


The hearing of proof In the case of 
Mrs. Annie ^Atmore Caine against the 
United States Casualty Company to en¬ 
force collection of a $10,000 policy held 
by her husband. Paul Caine, consumed 
the entire day yesterday In Judge 
O'Doherty’© court. The plaintiff rested 
its case and a number of witnesses 
•were introduced by the defense. Wit¬ 
nesses for the plaintiff bore out the 
line of contention as made In the open¬ 
ing statement. 

Among the witnesses for the defense 
was Miss Madeline Cain, sister of 
Paul Caine, who swore that her brother 
threatened to kill himself if his father's 
property was taken out of his hands 
and placed in that of the Columbia 
Finance and Trust Company. Mrs. 
Clifton F. Dudley taid ?lu> was with 
Mrs. Amanda P. Cain at Pleasureville 
when Mrs. Paul Caine told her mother- 
in-law that every one w-as saying her 
suit had caused Paul Caine to kill hlm- 
e?lf. In the deposition of Mrs. Mar¬ 
garet I. Tinny, a woman lawyer, who 
sided In preparing the suit brought by 
Mrs. Cain against her son. was a let¬ 
ter written by Miss Edith Cain on 
June 18. 19o3. to Paul Caine bringing 
many sensational charges against him. 

The case was adjourned until Satur¬ 
day morning because Judge O'Doherty 
has to make an argument before the 
Court of Appeals to-day. 

Mr. Hardin In his crons-examlnatlon 
when the hearing of testimony wtta re¬ 
sumed yesterday morning, said that 
Mr. Onine was a man of a hign sense 
of honor; that he cared a great deal 
for public opinion and was much 
shocked by the suit of his mother. On 
re-direct examination Mr. Hat din suld 
he knew Mr. Caine had not paid cur¬ 
rent premiums on several policies held 
by him and that he believed them 
lapsed and worthless. After Mr. Caine's 
death, however, suits were brought on 
the policies and all but one collected. 

Witness said that Mr. Caine had not 
©ought the accident insurance Involved 
In the suit, but that he had been ear¬ 
nestly solicited by Joseph Cohen the 
defendant, a local agent. 

Mrs. Louis H. Wymond, whose home 
i» adjacent to that of the Caine coun¬ 
try home at Woodslde, gave evidence 
to the effect that the sand bar off Lit¬ 
tle Goose island near where Mr Caine’s 
body was found, was perfectly safe for 
ewlmmlng. She had allowed her four 
young children to enter the water at 
this point unaccompanied. 

• • • • 

Limbs Much Cramped. 

Tony Leopold, a member of the life 
caving crew which took Paul Caine's 
body from the river- said that the 
limbs were much cramped. The fingers 
were gripped over the thumbs and the 
arms drawn up. One leg was also 
thrown over the other. Witness de¬ 
clared it the worst cramped body of a 
drowned person he liad ever seen. In 
corroborating the testimony of Leopold 
Oapt. William Devan, of the life saving 
station, said that Mr. Caine’s body 
was more cramped than any of about 
• 200 drowned persons whom he had seen 
taken from the river during his twen¬ 
ty-three years of service. The river 
was six feet deep at the point where 
■the body was found. Ed Farrell, an- 
i other member of the crew, gave the 
same evidence. 

Dr. C. A. Canine, a near neighbor of 
Mr. Caine, swore that he had frequent¬ 
ly heard Mr. CAine completn of Ill- 
health as a result of sedentary life. 
"I advised him," said Dr. Canine, "to 
take a row and a swim each morning 
t before breakfast. I offered to loan him 
a boat whenever he wanted it." 

• • • 

On the Other Side. 


Dr. H. M. Goodman, chemist employ¬ 
ed by the Caine estate when Paul 
Caine’s body was exhuined preparatory 
to an examination of the vital parts, 
explained why no examination was ever 
made, and placed the blame upon the 
chemists of the other side. 

Judge Thomas R. Gordon testified 
that he formerly had an office In the 
Equitable building adjoining that of 
Paul Caine and with a connecting door. 
He saw Paul Caine the day before his 
death, but did not notice anything un¬ 
usual about his bearing. The plaintiff's 
case was rested at this point and Jos¬ 
eph Cohen, the agent who sold Mr. 
Caine the policy In question, was put 
on the stand. He ^ild he Insured Mr. 
Caine after talking to him about ten 
minutes. The latter did not pay cash 
for the policy, but gave a four-months’ 
note for $6n, the first year’s premium. 
• • • • 

Technical Information. 

H. P. Heeger. State agent for the 
Jnmiranoe company, told of the differ¬ 
ence between the life and accident In¬ 
surance rates, the latter being lower, 
at is rtatoned by the defense that prior 
to his (Jeoth Mr. Caine wa* dropping 
tola life policies and taking up accident 
Insurance 

George A. Dailey, formerly employed 
by John Cain as a collector for t^ourt 
tfees. and later associated w*th Paul 
Caine, fiwore that he haul heard the 
latte- ray a man ought to kill himself 
If h*» could r v. eiirn an honest living. 

"This remnrk ' was made by Mr. 
Caine." said witness. "when 1 was talk¬ 
ing with him about a friend of mine 
•who had committed ©trlcldo." Mr. 
Dailey claimed that he had hr»rd this 
same subject discussed mote than once 
by Mr. Caine.

Paul Serponln, Dr put y Counly Clerk, 
r *ad the record <>? settlement of Mr 
Caine as ^dni'inlrtrator of his father’s 
estate and also his will. The defense 
then read tin? suit which Mm. Amanda 
<Siln filed agwJrtst Paul Caine to re¬ 
cover $14,800 and other sums which 
Mm. Cain charges her son secured from 
her by fraud. The petition charges 
fthat Paul Caine oatmnltieri this alleged 
fraud while the agent of his mother. 

Dr. Clifton F. Dudley, of Pleasure-

Ordered Her From Office. 


Miss Madeline Cain, sister of Paul 
Caine, related how she had endeavored 
to secure a statement from her broth¬ 
er as to the condition of their father's 
estate. "He told me Indignantly that 
I should not come to his office and 
accuse him like that. He refused to 
give me any explanation and ordered 
me from the office. 

"When I told him that mother had 
determined to place the charge of the 
property In the hands of the Columbia 
Finance nnd Trust Company, he be¬ 
came much excited and told me that 
the day It was done It would be sign¬ 
ing his death warrant. However. 1 
thought It was right and handed the 
paper to the company. It was In 
March, 1903. My mother later revoked 
the action. My brother was a proud, 
sensitive man ,and ahveys anxious to 
keep his family up in the best of style. 
Any reflection upon him would shock 
him gTeAtly." 

Part of the deposfclon of Mr©. Mar¬ 
garet Tumy w'aa to the effect that 
■when ©he had an interview with Paul 
Caine he declared he would kill him 
self If the affairs of the family were 
exposed. The letter from Miss Edith 
Cain to her brother is in part as fol¬ 
lows:

Upbraids Him Severely. 


Dear Paul: I came up this morning 
after your visit to tranima and found her 
in a nervous, exhausted state—having 
been made roost unhappy by things you 
had told her, which were not true. Now, 
I*ouJ, Julia and I have tried to k'ep our 
faith In you—but when we found that you 
had nersuaded mamma to give you the 
Brooklyn property, knowing that your 
mother was an 111 woman and taking 
advantage of her weakness; knowing also 
that Jima wan 111 and that everytldrg 
else being gone this was what your moth 
er and rTslera had to Uv* upon—we can 
no longer believe trait you have our in¬ 
terests at heart. And we cannot forgive 
the cowardly persecution to which poor 
little mamma has been subjected. She 
keeps ©aylng so pitifully: "I must give It 
to him or he will go to the penitentiary 
or shoot himself." showing how she has 
been frlghten*?d. Now. Paul, we have 
been warned from n dozen sources by 
business men, to Invoatlgate. The ques¬ 
tion fc» being asked on nil ©Ides: “What 
is Paul Onine living on? He hasn't boon 
In any kind of business since his father’s 
death—or even before—since hi® father 
left the office^—and yet he and his family 
live in luxury and entertain, etc. Where 
19 the money coming from?" And when 
they learn of this business—can you ex¬ 
pect them or us to honor and respect you 
when you are trying to take a way In this 
cowardly manner that which belongs to 
your mother and sister®? What reason 
1© there that yaw should receive all of 
this property and we none. You remem¬ 
ber when yo-u came to our house—threat¬ 
ening suicide, for mamma told pa-jM that 
you were going to shoot yourself, and 
he said he couldn't help K—he had been 
standing between you and disgrace for 
twenty years. Julia and I felt »orry and 
Joined with mamma In asking him to give 
you the Eighteenth street property. You 
said then that you expected nothing more 
from the estate. Why did you nak papa 
to deed it to you then as a gift if he 
owed It to you as you now oliilm? You 
sold it for 117,000, part cash and two busi¬ 
ness houses.

In spite of the attitude of two prop¬ 
erty owners living east of Baxter ave¬ 
nue who have refused to donate a 
forty-foot ©trip of their land for the 
proposed Eastern Parkway. S. S. Med¬ 
dle. who has been commissioned by 
the Board of Park Commissioners to 
see the residents and owners of prop¬ 
erty along Ferndale avenue, which Is 
west of Baxter avenue, will go ahead 
with the work and endeavor to induce 
the property owners along the proposed 
parkway to agTee to the plan.

FRAOD ORDER 


Against Two Companies 
At Owenton. 


MR. GIBSON’S BUSINESS GREW 


UNTIE HE WAS UNABLE TO FILL 
HIS ORDERS. 


HIS MAIL BEING HELD UP. 


Washington, Feb. 2.—[Special.]—The 
Post-office Department to-day issued a 
fraud order against the Gibson Manu¬ 
facturing Company and the National 
Skirt and Waist Company, of Owenton, 
Ky. According to the Assistant Attor¬ 
ney General’s statement E. S. Gibson 
early in 1900 started a chain letter sys¬ 
tem which had for Its purpose the sale 
of rugs. The business was started on a 
cash capital of $100. yet before the 
year was out he was ordering rugs by 
the carload and employing twenty-five 
or thirty clerks. The year following he 
cast about for some other novelty that 
would take the place of the rug. and 
launched the skirt business. The skirts 
were extravagantly advertised, sold at 
$2 apiece, and finally ran up to 300 or 
400 orders daily, or from $600 to $800 a 
day was being received by the firm. 
Gibson was buying the skirts from all 
th© slop shops In the country cheap 
enough to make him some profit. In 
the latter part of 1903 Gibson had a de¬ 
linquency list of something like 16,000 
orders, or $30,000. Finally complaints 
began to pour Into the Post-office De¬ 
partment. and an Investigation dis¬ 
closed that Gibson was straitened for 
cash and could not fill his orders. The 
inspector declared that the business of 
the company was founded upon mis¬ 
representation in a number of particu¬ 
lars, and the Postmaster General has 
instructed the Owenton postmaster to 
hold up Its mall.

Stealing Henrst’s Thunder, 


The newspapers of Representative 
William Randolph Hearst. of New 
York, have been attacking Represen¬ 
tative J^ohn Sharp Williams during the 
lagt few days because Mr. Williams 
could not bring himself to see that the 
railroad bill introduced by Mr. Hearst 
was the Democratic measure deserving 
of caucus support.

Bond On Indictment Found 
In New York. 


New York, Feb. 2.—James S. O'Neale, 
formerly cashier of the Equitable Na¬ 
tional Bank, of this city, %vh!ch was 
closed a year ngo by the Controller of 
the Currency after an existence of 
twenty months, has been arraigned be¬ 
fore United States Commissioner Rowe 
in Jersey City and held In $10,000 ball 
on an indictment found by the Federal 
grand jurtf in New York. Ball was fur¬ 
nished. 

On evidence presented by the Con¬ 
troller of the Currency an Indictment 
was found against O’Neale January 17. 
He was charged with falsifying his re¬ 
ports to the Treasury Department and 
the books of the bank.

FIRE IN CRAMP’S SHIPYARD. 


Valuable Models and Charts Are De¬ 
stroyed With $6,000 Loss. 

Philadelphia. Feb. 2.—Fire early to¬ 
day In the chart department of Cramp's 
shipbuilding plant destroyed valuable 
blue prints, models and charts. Work 
on the battleships Idaho and Missis¬ 
sippi and the armored cruiser Tennes¬ 
see, the plans for which were destroy¬ 
ed, will be seriously Impeded.

Before the week I® out It Is expected 
that Chairman Burton will report to 
the House the Rivers nnd Harbors 
measure, the contents of which have 
already been made public. While the 
bill htm not yet passed the House, 
there Is already considerable gossip 
over on the Senate side concerning it, 
as the measure as it will be reported 
will pass the House In exactly the 
same form. 

There Is every indication that the 
Senate is going to add sufficient mil¬ 
lions to the grand tola! to offend Rep¬ 
resentative Burton, the House Rivers 
and Harbors leader. The bill will then 
go to conference with Its final pass¬ 
age very' doubtful. Many of the Sena¬ 
tors believe their States unfairly treat¬ 
ed In the House measure, nnd they will 
accordingly demand of tlie Senate Com¬ 
merce Committee, which hits charge of 
the measure, that more liberal appro¬ 
priations be granted. 

For instance, Senator Blackburn said 
to-day that he did not believe the State 
of Kentucky had received as much ns 
it Is entitled to In the bill ns It wilt 
be reported nnd passed by the House. 
The Senator added that the meager 
amounts given to the Big Sandy river 
and the Falls of the Ohio at Louis¬ 
ville were not at nil commensurate with 
the Importance of the Improvements 
there, arid he would appear before the 


tain that when the Senate Commerce 
Committee reports the bill the Big 
Sandy river will have n greatly In¬ 
creased appropriation, and It is pos¬ 
sible that the Louisville section of the 
Ohio may fare better than It stands 
In the House bill. 

The evident Intention of the upper 
branch of Congress to provide for in¬ 
creases of course renders more doubtful 
than ever the bill’s becoming a law. The 
Administration is Indifferent as to Its 
fate owing to the Treasury deficit, and 
w’otild gladly welcome during the lust 
hours the appearance of a Tom Carter, 
who, four years ago. defeated the bill. 
The Senate will act wisely If it takes 
the bill as it comes from the House.

D ERBY DAY at Churchill Downs 
tills spring will bo between May 
1 and 5. as has been the case for 
several years. Julius Flotschmar.n, 
Mayor of Cincinnati, lias accepted the 
place ofTored him on the Board of Appeals 
of the American Jockey Club, nnd the 
first meeting of this body will not be held 
until next week, probably at New Or¬ 
leans. 

This was the news given out yesterday 
afternoon by Manager Matt Winn, of the 
New Louisville Jockey Club, *Who left at 
9:30 o’clock la*t night for Hot Springs 
with Mayor Grainger, who Is president of 
the local racing organization, and W. 
Campbell 8cott. manager of Capt. 8. S. 
Browm’s Lexington rare track. These 
men had made all their arrangements to 
go to Hot Springs in anticipation of a 
meeting which was scheduled for to-mor¬ 
row at the Arkansas resort, but yester¬ 
day afternoon Manager Winn’received a 
telegram from . Ed Corrigan suggesting 
that the meeting be held at New Orleans 
next week, on account of a press of busi¬ 
ness due to his preparations for the open¬ 
ing of Panama Park. 

"Every arrangement had been made for 
the meeting at Hot Spring* on Saturday/* 
said Mr. Winn yesterday afternoon, "but 
ft now looks as If this would not be pos¬ 
sible. owing to important matter* which 
Mr, Corrlgun 1* compelled to attend to 
at New Orleans. The chances are that 
all of u* will leave Hot Springs on Mon¬ 
day. and that the meeting will be held In 
th« Crescent City Tuesday or Wednes¬ 
day. 

"At this meeting we will complete a 
thorough organization. The American 
Jockey Club will b© formed with a splen¬ 
did circuit of race tracks, officers will bt> 
elected, and a schedule of dates, satisfac¬ 
tory to all the track owners, will be 
adopted.

All are 
men of undoubted Integrity, and the very 
fact that they compose this body will 
have a wonderful effect on the horsemen 
and public alike. 

"No, no dates have as yet been awaided. 
At our former meeting we simply agreed 
that the new Panama track should open 
this m.»nth and continue Indefinitely, or 
until the Aimsrtoan Jockey Club adopted 
a schedule of dutes. Now, while no dates 
have been allotted, I am prepared to My 
that the Louisville meeting will open be¬ 
tween May 1 and 5, and will continue for 
eighteen days This is all we want, and 
all we f«rvl Uke the city can afford. Wo 
will conflict with the Kansas City Club, 
and, possibly. Worth. If Nashvillr come* 
Into the fold, Cumberland Park will fol¬ 
low New Orleans and th*-n will begin 
either tho LoutsvIKe or the 1/exlngton 
meeting. If NoshvLle finally decides to 
remain with the Western Jockey nub 
the horses will come direct to Louisville 
and Lexington s* soon a* the meeting at 
Panama Park. New Orleans, Is finished. 

"I have every reason to believe that 
Nashvlllv- *w\l Join the American Jockey 
Club. As a mutter of fact, i have splen¬ 
did Information regarding the disposi¬ 
tion of the -Nashville people in this mat¬ 
ter. There will be no trouble at aN re¬ 
garding racing date*, whether Nashville 
joins us or not. The meeting at Church- 
K4 Downs will eonttlct with that at Kan¬ 
su* City, because we will have so many 
horses it will be absolutely necessary for 
us to operate two meetings at the same 
time. Kansas City will get all the h' rses 
coming East from Los Angeles and Hein 
Francisco, while wo will got most of thea*. 
comlng Ebert from Now f Or.eans. Because 
Of this fade.

Even Garry Herrmann, the so-called

National League. whIU* posing, us the su- 
pronie t/asebuil Judge as to cases that 
oome bolero the National Commission, 
has come forward with h strong plea for 
tho minor league*, after assuring John¬ 
son before the American League meeting 
in Chicago In I>eco:rrt»er that he would op¬ 
pose the minor* on any proposition. The 
subject has been widely discussed from 
the magnates’ point of view, but the 
play era’ vnd of it has not been touched 
upon. Clark Griffith, however, made a 
point In a talk with the Sun man which 
goes to show that the minor league play¬ 
er* would get a rough deal If the new 
drafting rul*‘ should be made a lawr. 

•‘The American league." said Grlthth. 
“ha® championed the cause of the young 
players who are oming to tho front in 
the minor leagues. The proposed drafting 
rule, which that only otic player can 

be taken from twch minor league club In 
Class A for $1,50». would place lh* v se yotuig 
| players In a hard predicament. After 
; dri fting one player from a mirror league 
club, the American League might want 
two or thre** other player* on the same 
t om. but their service* would be placed 
‘ at a prohibitive sale prioe If the minor 
ctub did not want to let them go. In 
tliat way the young player* would have 
to stay In the minor league* at compara¬ 
tively small w»l*rb*s, instead of having a 
chance to draw more pay tn the big 
league. If a frvtie was ininsummated the 
rrrirvor league club would be able to se- 
r\jre much more money for the player * 
rob-ose than It would be really worth. The 
minor leagues are trying to put through 
i n bunco game, and the National League 
is backing tb^m up simply to put the 
American League In bad repute with the 
public. BiH when the Inside of this thing 
i become* known the- public, which Is with 
all pluyer* a* against the magnates, will 
N-allse that the American League's posi¬ 
tion ts purely sportsmanlike."

CRUSHED 


To Peatli Between Car 
and Platform. 


ROBERT STAFFORD’S DEATH 


MAHTLY THE RESULT OF SHOCK 
SUFFERED. 


MARRIED BUT A FEW MONTHS. 


Robert Stafford, a switchman em¬ 
ployed by the Pennsylvania railroad in 
the freight yards at Thirteenth ar.d 
Jefferson streets, died fifteen minutes 
after being crushed between a frelg'tt 
car and the platform of the freight 
depot at 7:30 o’clock last night. Dr. 
Harris Kelley. Coroner, and Dr. D. *1. 
Roberts, physician of the »allroad, pro¬ 
nounced his death due to shock ani 
freight more than the Injuries received 
In the accident. Stafford lived In New 
Albany and had been employed by the 
railroad company only about two 
months. 

Stafford was caught while employed 
about the freight yards. In the com¬ 
pany of a switching crew In the charge 
of Conductor Charles Lee. he went on 
duty at 6 o'clock and was engaged In 
"making 'up" trains for morning 
freights. About the depot In the 
freight yards is built a long platform, 
which reaches Just to the doors of the 
freight cars which are run alongside. 
The cars In position stand within a 
few Inches of this platform, and it was 
between this and a freight car that 
StaJTord was caught. For some reason 
unknown to his associates he walked in 
between the platform and a car. The 
space Is not wide enough for a man to 
turn around, but It is possible to edge 
along sideways. 

• • • 

Shouted For Aid. 


While standing In such a portion thft 
engine attached to the car alongside 
the p! it form was suddenly started nnd 
Stafford was caught unawares. His 
associates had not seen him edge be¬ 
tween the car and the platform and 
were unconscious of his predicament 
until a shrill screasn reached their ears, 
nnd In nn Instant the engine was 
stopped and the switchmen and Con¬ 
ductor Lee hastened to the pinioned 
man’s aid. 

As soon as possible Stafford was re¬ 
leased from his position and carried 
Into the office of the freight depot, 
which Is near, and Dr. D. Y. Roberts 
was summoned. Stafford died a few 
minutes after his arrival. After a brief 
examination Dr. Roberts found that 
his injuries were comparatively trivial 
and not sufficient to cause death under 
ordinary circumstances. One arm had 
been crushed against his chest, break¬ 
ing four ribs, and the arm was also 
broken. If any Internal injuries re¬ 
sulted they were slight. After a con¬ 
sultation with Coroner Kelly the death 
was pronounced due to sliock nnd 
fright. Coroner Kelly announced that 
he would hold an Inquest Into the cause 
of the death Monday afternoon at 2 
o’clock.

Married Thanksgiving Day. 


Stafford was twenty-eight 5 ’ears of 
age and had been married only since 
last Thanksgiving day. At that time 
he wiui married to Miss Tlllie Robe. 
Mrs. Stafford was Informed of the in¬ 
jury to her husband a few momenta 
after the accident and Immediately 
started to Ixiui^vllle, but on her way 
tho news of his/death reached her, and 
upon the advice of her relatives she 
returned to New Albany. 

Stafford entered the employ of the 
Pennsylvania lines only two months 
ago. but during his service had been 
known as a faithful and regular em¬ 
ploye. Befoie entering the service of 
I the Pensylvania he was connected 
| with the Southern railroad and pre¬ 
viously occupied a position In the 
1 freight depot of the Baltimore and 
i Ohio In New Albany. He was born In 
New Albany, the son of the late John 
Stafford, also a railroad man. He was 
a member of the Manzanlta tribe of 
Red Men, who will have charge of his 
| funeral services, which will take place 
j Saturday. He Is survived by fine sister, 
Mrs. Blanche Sweurlnger, of Princeton. 
Ind.. and two brothers, Alfred and 
Charles Stafford.

EASTERN SHIPMENTS LIGHT. 


The Louisville and Southern Indiana 
Traction Company has a corps of sur¬ 
veyors at work on the knobs west of 
New Albany running lines from the 
terminus of the Highland division, at 
the ramp grounds of the Ohio Falls 
Holiness Association, for the purpose 
of selecting the best route for an ex¬ 
tension of the line. It is believed that 
the company will extend the roa 1 to 
f’orydon. and this belief Is strengthened 
from the fact that extensive ‘mprove- 
ments are now* being made to the High¬ 
land division. 

To-day a large force of men will begin 
operating a steam e»hovel with thirty 
dump cars, constructing ft huge fill oil 
the west side of Falling Run creek. This 
stream Is to be spanned by a stone cul¬ 
vert of sufficient capacity to carry off 
the water from the most violent fresh¬ 
ets. and connection will be made with 
the New Albany street railway nyrtem 
at the foot of Spring street and thence 
with the Interurban line that will be 
running into Louisville within a few 
months. 

When the traction company purchased 
the Highland railway a few months 
ago the fact wa* commented on that 
this purchase gave the company one of 
the best routes out of New Albany for 
the proposed route to Corydon. The 
chain of knobs back of that city had 
presented some obetncles to the build¬ 
ing of the electric road to Corydon, but 
by this purchase the traction people 
reach tlw> top of the hills at a com¬ 
paratively small outlay ftnd the remain¬ 
der of the road to Corydon present* i:o 
expensive engineering difficulties.

Causing Grumbling Among Indiana

One drAtler In r.pfaklng cf Ihe 
situation yesterday said that not mnny 
year* ago there was no difficulty In 
buying egg* along tho old Alt* Line dur¬ 
ing the middle and latter part of Feb¬ 
ruary at from 12 to 15 cent* a dozen, 
and they could be had by the carload. 
Now New Albany i* supplied with egg* 
from the cold storage house* and but 
few are coming fn from the country. 
He could give no reason for this condi¬ 
tion "f affair* and wak not prepared 
to lay the entire blame on the meek 
and lowly hen.

Sold To J. V, Reed, Who Will Trans¬ 
fer Them To Local Cap¬ 
italists. 


Louisville capitalists nre organizing 
a company which will operate the Tar- 
ascon Woolen Mills, on Hamilton ave¬ 
nue. and the company will be Incorpo¬ 
rated within the next few days The 
names of the men Interested In the new 
company will not be given out until 
the articles of Incoi^poration «re filed 
in the Clerk’s office. The mills have 
been sold to J. V. Reed, the considera¬ 
tion being $31,500, and the transfer of 
several valuable lots on William ave¬ 
nue and 57S feet of unimproved property 
In the Beechmoirt land subdivision. Mr. 
Reed does not expect to operate the 
iqllls. but will transfer them to the new 
company when It is formed. The total 
amount involved In the deal which was 
closed yesterday by Joseph J. MeCloskey 
is $62,500. 

The Tarascon mills have not been 
successful during the past two years, 
but the property is valuable and It is 
said was worth fully $100.000. The main 
building is 235x40 feet and is three sto¬ 
ries high, with much valuable machin¬ 
ery. In addition there are two other 
buildings, onr 51x85 feet and the other 
*5x100 feet, the latter two stories high. 
The mills also have a fine Corliss engine 
of high power and the whole plant is 
considered valuable. The new company 
exports to put It on a substantial foot¬ 
ing and a ta**ge quantity of woolen goods 
will be manufactured. The factory Is 
on the right of way of the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad, which adds to 
Its value

Tha steel market is narrow* and strong In all 
the principal centers. S«une of the rolling 
mills within moderate reach of tide water have 
been testing the market for Imported steel, but 
find conditions adverse and prices high, even 
for drawback tonnage. Tbr Herman ct»al strike 
Is an uncertain factor In the international mar¬ 
kets, Ths Rngliih markets are In a position 
to take care of requirements for the immediate 
future, and show a disposition to do so at no 
marked rise In the price. 

Reports from tha steel rail makers sre bet¬ 
ter than they w-wre. In the West some further 
large order! have been placed. Chicago report¬ 
ing about 60.000 tons additional. Including 8 <X- 
OGO tons for a Northern tranaconiln«ntal line 
It !• reported that the South Chicago mill has 
now booked on aggregate of 409,000 tons of a 
total capacity of 7ftt*,000 tons. It Is estimated 
that tha mills in the pool now have about 1 .- 
000.000 tons on tha book# Last year these 
mills Shipped ’ a little under 1.660.000 tone, 
tvhlcta include Canadian and Mexican ship¬ 
ments, the official record of exports having 
been 240,000 tons. This leaves a little over 1,- 
200.000 tons as the record of last year of this 
particular group of mills. Besides, they con¬ 
tributed the balance of the exports, which ag¬ 
gregated 414.800 tona.
